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In January of 1975 I began a Judgement pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 
1983. I felt it necesaary to do so because my civil rights had 
been deprived. One of the areas where my civil rights had been 
deprived is education and the people responsible were and are in 
political positions. I enclosed exhibits in my original complaint 
to show a series of foul acts that were highly questionable and 
pointed in the area of the Cox family such as the Rush appointment 
under Nixon and the Rush vending operation which sent one Donald 
Rush to jail at the same time another Rush received political 
appointment. I also mentioned an army vending scandle that oocured 
in October 1969. In another document I submitted copy of porno- 
graphic mail solicitation I had recékved and a New York Post arti- 
cle connecting the Cox family with pornography and underground 
"mob" connections. 
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Due to the fact that part of my déprivation is in education, 
I feel it necessary to submit for study the last paper I sub- 
mitted to the Appellate Division of New York State Supreme Court 
45 Monroe Place, Brooklyn, New York where a decision of no opinion 
had been made and the material submitted here as exhibits was 
submitted for a second hearing which I was informed I could have 
on the 22nd of August. I have written to the Court of Appeals in 
Albany for further appeal @7 7 =e 
At any rate Article 78 proceeding awaits second hearing which 
pertains to my education, one of the areas where my civil rights 
is being deprived. 

Numerous bombings have gone unsolved as well as killings of 
young women which have been questionably solved or unsolved i. e. 
Kramer incident in New Jersey where an accountant was arrested 
for her murder and was acquitted. Currently where I live in Mas- 
péth, Queens on the avenue of Fresh Pond Road there is a shop 
called The Donut Shop" which has been a& that location for several 
months and has not opened. A year could go by and it would still 
be in the process wf opening which is obviously not a normal situa- 
tion and means somebody @an afford to pay rent, but doesn't have 
to take in income. 

To me, “The Dontt Shop" stands for Cornbury, but that doesn't 
mean thorecughbred. Edward Hyde, Earl of Cornbury and Sovernor of 
New York State amd New Jersey during colonial America was a trans- 
vestite and a famous picture of him in female attire was in a 
recent New York Times Literary magazine section ad so when I see 
"The Donut Shop" I think of corn which means to me an early American 
male, but psychotic which I truly feel Bdward Finch Cox is ahd the 
killings around him beginning modestly with the giri that went to 
college with Tricia Nixen, got a teaching position at a private school 
in New York hardly a month found murdered trying to put a bed in her 
apartment, and the list ef crimes around him from ‘then on is more 
than questionable. So what we really have here a.2 two early 
American families, one that can be tied to the Kennedy assassinations 
and the other family to a list ef murders and pornographic smut and 


underground mobster activity, which means more political killings and

chicken murders as sure as my mail registration is on cycle paper 
which reminds me of Rough for motorcycles and insurance, Rough 
Insurance publications began in 1878 like an Article 78 proceeding 
of which last paper I am submitting as exhibit pertaining to one 
area of where my civil rights has been deprived and also pertaining 
to why and the corruption that has made it so.

pollution responsible for bombings such as hhe “Mystery Bombing Of 
Fifth .ivenue" headline on Monday, June 23, 1975 which in that same 
issue Carried an article on Judge Irving Kaufman who is Chief Judge 
of the U. S. Second Circuit Court of Appeals, where I have a depri- 
vation of civil rights proceedir+ against Nelson Rockefeller, former 
Governor of N. Y. et. al., index uwumber 7156 year 1975, awaiting 


Fall session. 
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In the seventh grade I attended J. H. S. 188 and was in 
class 7-8 like an Article 78 proceeding. In the sixth grade 
I attended P. S. 15 and that school year I had two sixth grade 
teachers, one Mrs. Kaye who retired after 35 years and January- 
June term, Mrs. Lerner. Nelson Rockefeller was to run for New 
York State Governor in 1958 and win. As soon as Nelson Rocke- 
feller got into office he took the date off milk containers, 
this was an extreme rub though my mother was net cultured enough 
to understand what no dates meant from thdpoint of health or 
slur. Milk is not a durable product and spoils. Tuberculosis is 
2 disease that afflict2d many ancestors on my mother's side. The 
cow carries the buberculin germ which less that 150 years ago 
was responsible for the death of Princess Marie Christine (1813-39) 
whose father was King Louis Philippe of France (1830-1848) and who 
died August 26, 1850. Fiftieth Street is where Rockefeller Plaza 
stands and the origin of Orlean was originally Aurelian whtch was 
originally Gemabuh which was modernized into the version of Rocke- 
feller from where they took their name however on Page 99 of the 
book "The Story Of Our Names" copyright 1950 by Harper & Brothers 
and written by Elsdon C. Smith quote: “Rockefeller came from 
Roggenfelders (ryefielder) of the lower Rhine.” Rogg«:felders had 
been the‘r real name before Americanizing it to Rockefeller. but 
tne Americanization is from Gemabum which ¢7es back 52 B. C. like 
in 52 cards as in Dealey Plaza where John F. Kennedy then President 
of the U.S. was assassinated Nov. 22, 1963. 

The first chapter of "The Story Of Our Names" is called 20ur 
Christian Names". Christian was the middle name of Prince Alexander 
of Wurtemberg (1801-1844) who married Piincess Marie Christine in 
Oct. 1837. Their marriage lasted fep fifteen months which was 
ended by her losing battle with tuberculosis or consumption. She 
left a son, Prince Philippe of Wi&rtemberg bofn July 1838. The 
depression in 1873 wiped him out. He had a townhouse in Vienne 
which became the Imperial iotel and later when his daughter grew 
up, married her off (Augusta) to Solomon Fleischer ancestor of 
Heinrich Fleischer the Orientalist. My grandfather Abraham 
Fleischer came to this country in January of 1921 with my grand- 


mother, both from Austria. She was born in the same year Bram 


Stoke~'s book Dracula was published, 1898, Her maiden name on my 
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mother's birth certificate is listed as Elfant, but all her 
brothers came to American before her under the name of Goldman. 
She was the last of her family to come here. Her father died in 
1916 and was buried in Chezhoslovakia. Her mother survived and 
followed her daughter in later 1921. “On February 24, 1920, the 
first great public demonstration of our young movement took place, 
In the Festsaal of the Munich Hofbrauhaus the twenty-five theses 
of the new party's program were submitted to a crowd of almost two 
thousand and every single point was accepted amid jubilant approval, 
"the quote is from MEIN KAMPF Volume Twp The National Socialist 
Moveme t translated by Rajph Manheim and published by Houghton 
Mifflin Company copyright 1943. 

February 24, 1848 Louis Philippe abdicated and exactly 72 
years later the first facist movement demonstration took place. 
Louis Philippe was a descendant of Liselotte who married Louis XIV'‘'s 
brother. She died in 1922. Her aunt's son became George I of England, 
King George III was to lose the American colonies. Liselotte's 
father Elector of the Palitinate had his second marriage performed 
under Old Testament. The difference between the Jewisu faith and the 
Christian faith is that the Jewish faith does not accept the New 
Testament so a marriage under the Old Testament would be a Jewish 
wedding. Liselotte was a protestant who became a catholic for the 
wedding to take place. When my grandfather came to America in 1921, 
a year or two later he opened up a kosher butcher shop and maintained 
Orthodox customs at home with the exception that his wife did not 
wear a wig. My great grandmothers both wore wigs I believe, one of 
which came to America, the other one never did. I do not know whecher 
my groat grandmother Augusta died before the seige that began against 
the Jews from 1933-1945 or whether she was thrown into a concentratzon 
camp or wnether she converted so as not to pollute Nazi philosophy, 
the latter . doubt. I assume she was born around August of 1869, the 
same time Alexandrine Tinne was murdered by the Tauregs trying to 
cross the French Sahara. Her body was never found although few sur- 
vivors reported her hand had been cut off. Alexandrine Tinne 1824- 
1969 was a wealthy heiress from the Netherlands, Florence Nightingale 
(1820-1910) was an English heiress, born in Italy~ both embarked on 
hazardous careers and hoth dedicated, one to exploration which is @ 
career still not open to women in thés country in the sense that no 
women in America have participated in outer space programs. 


Prince Philippe was born in 1838, and was three years younger 


than Alexandrine Tinne. I doubt they ever met. However in terms 

of character he was neither an explorer or a caretaker of the sick 
and if he openly converted to Judaism and was mimiced it could've 
produced the disaster of A. Tinne, (the yiddish word for shit is 
pronounced, tea neef). I assume that he adapted his life style tc 
Judaism rather than Catholicism or Protestantism because he wanted 
toc and that his goose was cooked around Sept. 17, 1873 when the 
banking house Jay Cooke and Company collapsed. N.Y.S.E. closed for 
ten days and a depression began, half the railroads defaulted on 
their bonds. Jokn Davison Rockefe]ler was 34 and a millionaire 
while Prince Philippe was 35 and broke, that was not an impression- 
able position for hiu to be in for a man with such an illustrious 
past, but then his family raced and had already been robbed i. @e. 
Louisianna Purchase sold by Napoleon Bonaparte and George IIi's 
loss of American colonies, tin too the Spanish lands like Florida. 
Americu offered to purchase Cuba from Spain for 100 million which 
was more than eight times the price of the Louidianna Purchase, 

but Spain declined. 

1890 John Davison Rockefeller whose name was the modernized 
version of Gemabum and not the Americanization of Roggenfelders 
(ryefielder) of the | pwer Rhine had already established New York 
Ygacqarters at 26 Broadway for Standard Oil. Twenty-six was the 
yaax Marie-Christine died. Standard Oil refined oil in the way that 
litler tried to refi'- race. My grandmother's brothers came to 
America under the name Goldman and I'm sure they hoped the feud 
would stop and a little marriage would be made, but of course this 
was totally out of the questionin the sense that the class was on, 
or the clash in the same way that acknowledgement was given to a 
Clyde B. Clason for help and suggestions for Ejsdon C. Smith's 
“THE STORY OF OUR NAMES," published in 1950.

They 
did not have to dart the mouth of a shark. John Davison Rockefeller 
died in 1937 at the age of 98. Eigth as in consumed. His grandson 
Nelson Rockefeller graduated from Dartimouth College, he majored in 
economics back in 1930. 1935 my grandfather became an Amerivan citi- 
zen 100 years after Maximiliam was born whose illfated attempt to 
rule Mexic® resulted in his being shot but not by assassination. In

This doesn't represent America's system of private enterprise. 

To receive a Zero on a grade report is not impossible when you 

have a donut shop on your corner that can pay rent and doesn't 
believe in public enterprise. The fact that my mother's side of 

the family were very prominent in history books is no reason for 

me to be annoyed and deprived of my education. I did mention in 

my appeal paper fot the Second Judigial Department of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court that when I deposied $1.00 in a bank 
December of 1972 in January when my grade report was mailed to me 

I received a cummulative average of 1.00 tor the Fall 1972 semester. 
I don't feel this kind of pollution comes from a group of poverty 
stricken hoods. It4Ss very obvious tha* even before the bombing of 
Fraunces Tavern which went unsolved like so much pollution these 

days that there is a lot of political corruption of which the Rocke- 
feller family, Schuyler-Cox family is not exempt and I have a legal 
proceeding against them, I feel it's entirely within the law for my 
head to be counted and that my education and attempts should be 
tegarded as lawful movement. 

. "The Wonders of Algae" by Lucy Kavaler, illustrated by Barbara 
Amlick and Richard Ott was published by the John Day Company at 

62 West 45th St. N. Y. 36, N. Y. and on the same day in Canada by 
Longmans, Green & Co, Toronto, copyright 1961 by Lucy Kavaler, I 
mention this book for twp reasons, Rosenkavelier was an opera written 
over a century ago and in the opera was a character Princess of Wurtembuxo 


berg. Prince Alexander of Wurtemberg and Princess Ma~ie-Christine 
married in 1837 and in less than 10 years both were dead. These two 
people were my great, great great grandparents. The other reason, 
John Day Company another J. Day would crop up in the assassination 

of President John Kennedy. Pg 19 of "The Assassination Tapes" by 
George O'Toole, "Seven days later, however, the F. B. I. lab re-

Pg 103 Jankvrouwe Henriette Marie Loui#Se Van Capellen was 


born on April 1, 1796 in Berkhoven (Holland) and was thus twenty £mmux 
four years younger than himself. She died at Rongo (Soedan) on 

July 20, 1953. By this marriage there was only one daughter 
ALEXANDRINE PIETERNELLA FRANCOISE) born Oct 17, 1835 and murdered 

in Africa on August l, 1869. 

This book established Alexandrine Tinne's mother's maiden 
name as Van Capellan. Shortly after Lundgren's death I contacted 
Lois Capell who's neighbor set me up for a smear and shortly 
afterwards 80 Pine Street was hit with a steam pipe explosion 
resulting in the death of seven city auditors.

Illinois is the state where 
I obtained a high school diploma through correspondence from Academy 
For Homestudy part of La Salle University Extension and w‘ich now 
the Academy conveniently Pannot find my records of attendance 
through correspondence. 

The latter book printed by University of Minneso#t4 in U.S.A. is 
the University that I am attending through correspondence. Five 
Jaxgs after taking geology final, King Faisal was murdered. The 
name of Clark is mentioned for Canadian publication for University 
of Minnesota text books. Nelson Rockefeller's wife's (lst) name is 
Clark so much for a possible C.I.A, or Nelson Rockefeller hand in 
King Faisal's death. Three months later after complaining on my 
part his nephew was'executed June 18, 1975. Lincoln School N.Y.C. :

Grose. Evanston Illinois is the address Elsdon C. Smith gave for 
"The Story Of Our Names“ and Evans is mentioned again as Evans 
Brothers Limited, London. 322 Sherman Avenue was the address in 
Evanston, Illinois. The number 22 would crop up again in the new 
&.H.S. 22 located at Houston ST and avenue D. by Columbia ST. 
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I would attend J.H.S. 22 after Nelson Rockefeller's appointment 
as Governor of New York State. November 22, 1963 John Kennedy 
then President of U.S. would be assassinated at Houston and 
Dealey Plaza from shots alleged to have been fired from the 
Texas School Book Depository.
